AUGUSTA, Me , Sept. 14.—Maine went 
republican in yesterday's election by a 
majority that was the largest in the 
history of the state. It proved a land- 
slide iar beyond the claims or expecta- 
tions of the party managers in the 
state. Llewellyn Powers 
is elected 
governor, and Congressman Beed, Ding- 
ley, Milliken and Soutelle are returned 
by largely increased pluralities over 
those of two years ago. The total vote 
in the state will probably reach 110,000, 
which is the largest ever cast in the 
state election during a presidential 
campaign. 


The returns from the small towns 
and plantations in distant parts of the 
state are, as usual, coming in very 
slowly, and it is not probable that all 
of them will be heard from before to- 
morrow. 
The vote from cities and 
towns which poll more than two thirds 
of the entire vote of the state indicate, 
however, that the republican plurality 
will be between 48.000 »nd 50 000. 


In every county in the state the 
republican ticket was successful and 
almost every town showed » republican 
gain. The democratic vote is about 40 
percent. less than in 1892; about 20 
per 9ent. of this has gone to the 
republican ticket and the stay-at homes 
are» responsible for the other half.' The 
vote of the populists and prohibitionists 
throughout the state shows a loss from 
'92 of about 26 per cent. 


The vote from 300 out of 519 cities, 
towns and plantations is 66,921 for 
Powers and 27,143 for Frank. 
In the 
last election in 1894; when Cleaves was 
elected by the then unprecedented 
majority of 40,000, these towns gave the 
republican ticket 56,409 and the demo- 
cratic 24,230, a republican gain in plu- 
rality of 2,913 this year.

FRANKFORT, Ky , Sept. 15 —The pil- 
grimage of the democratic nominee for 
the presidency was continued through 
Kentucky at 7:45 o'clock this morning. 
The same special car used yesterday 
was taken by the party and on board, 
managing the tour, was Ury Woodson, 
national committeeman from this state 
There was no demonstration of any 
kind when Mr. Bryan left Louisville. 
On board the train were reception com- 
mittees from Eminence and Frankfort 
and at every placs other reception com- 
mittees came aboard to welcome the 
nominee to their towns. There were 
short stops made at Anchoria, Beards 
and Peewee Valley, where the candi- 
date shook hands with those gathered 
about the train. 


The first speech made from the plat- 
form of the car was at Lagrange and in 
it Mr. Bryan asked the people to take 
the interest in the campaign which its 
importance justified. This campaign, 
he said, was of the greatest importance 
to this country and the paramount 
issue, the money question, deserved the 
deep study of every one. He told the 
people he was glad to meet the Ken- 
tuckians and that his reception every- 
where had been the most cordial, but 
he had found out that his visit was 
unnecessary as the silver sentiment 
predominated before his coming. 
He 
was cheered and applauded wildly by 
the 700 people present. 


After leaving Lagrange 
Engineer 
Ben Schulte, of the Louisville and 
Nashville train, to which the car was 
attached, gave Mr. Bryan one of the 
fastest rides he has had on his entire 
campaign, sending his train along at a 
trifle over sixty miles an hour. At 
Eminence it had started to rain, but 
1,000 of the citizans of Henry county 
had flocked about a little speaker's 
stand to which Mr. Bryan was taken. 
He gave a ten minutes speech, devoting 
himself for the greater part to answer- 
ing the statement made by his oppon- 
ents that in consequence of the much 
greater production of silver than of 
gold, the white metal had depreciated 
and would depreciate in value. 


He admitted that the production of 
silver had been three times as great in 
the last twenty years, but he said that 
in the last five years the production of 
gold had increased more rapidly than 
the produotion of silver and that the 
go'd price of silver bullion had fallen 
more than at any other time. 
He said 
that the price of silver was affected by 
the law of supply and demand and that 
when the United States repealed the 
Sherman law and stopped the purchase 
of 54,000,000 ounces of silver per year 
that it decreased the price of silver, 
because it lessened the demand for it 
During his speech the rain began to 
fall in torrents and Mr. Bryan told his 
audience that it would be cruel to 
them to hav« them stand in the rain, 
but immediately there were shouts for 
him to go on, rain or no rain. 
The 
rain was still falling when the train 
pulled into the little hamlet of Bagdad 
and but a small crowd aared the storm 
to look at the candidate 
In this 
crowd was a young lady who with some 
temerity looked at Mr. Bryan and 
said: 


My name is Bryan and my folks 
¿re from Culpepper county, Va. 
I am 
told I am your cousin." 


"I am glad to meet you," answered 
Mr. Bryan, with his best smile, "and I 
think if I get the vote of all my kin 
folks I will get a pretty respectable 
vote," 


This was the last stop before Frank- 
fort was reached, where the candidate 
was billed to speak a half hour. In his 
speech at Frankfort Mr. Bryan empha 
sized his statement of last night that 
those who did not believe in the 
free coinage of silver, democrats or re- 
publicans, should v,>te the straight 
republican ticket. The rain was fall- 
ing in torrents when the train pulled 
into Frankfort, and Mr. Bryan was con- 
ducted to the platform in the court 
house square under umbrellas, which 
were knocked aside every minute by 
the efforts of his southern admirers to 
grasp him by the hand. 
During his 
speech of fifteen minutes the rain con- 
tinued to pour down, but his audience 
of 1,000 people stood in the wet and 
yelled for him to go on.

The lobby of the police court room 
was not large enough to hold the crowd 
which gathered to hear the proceedings 
this morning. Interest was centered 
in tbe case ot the State vs. George H. 
Foulks, on the charge of fssault and 
battery on Herman Hohnholtz 


Both are well known. 
Hohnholtz 
was for some years a captain of the 
German military company, and Fculks 
is at present a fireman on the Pittsburg 
road. The witnesses subpce led in the

Yesterday afternoon, in the court 
house equare, Captain Hohnholtz, who 
is an ardent democrat and silver man, 
became involved in a political argument 
on the all absorbing questions of the 
hour with Foulks, who ia a disciple of 
McKinley and gold. Their differences 
were so vehemently proclaimed as to 
attract a large crowd of listeners. 
In 
the course of their argument Foulks 
took exceptions to a statement made 
by Hohnholtz and construed it to 
mean that he had been called a liar. 
The captain retorted with the exclaiha' 
tion: 


"I call no gentleman a liar." 
With that Foulks departed. 
Wit- 
nesses say that he returned in a few 
minutes, accompanied by two friends, 
and while Hohnholtz was engaged 
in conversation with somebody else, 
Foiilks 
Bteppped 
up and tripped 
him unawares. As the captain fell 
Foulks kicked him and left the scene. 
His friends, it is claimed also assaulted 
the prostrate man and made their 
escape. Foulks was arrested but his 
friends were not although an effort is 
being made to locate them. 


Hohnholtz was not arrested as stated 
in a morning paper, as he was guilty of 
no assault.

are badly disfigured, one eye being 
nearly closed from a bad bruise and 
one cheek laid open by a deep gash.

it ought also to have the best of school 
buildings. 


Tlie fitcliools Of Onr State. 


The state board of health has issued 
rules to govern the opening and con- 
duct of the public and private schools 
of the state as to mattera affecting 
health. It is forbidden to admit pupils 
who have recently had a communicable 
disease until a physician gives such 
pupil a certificate that all possible 
danger is past; all teachers shall refuse 
admittance to filthy or unclean chil- 
dren; all school room floors, desks, 
windows 
and 
woodwork must be 
scrubbed with soap and hot water. 
Heating apparatus shall be put in good 
order and all dirty walls cleaned. 
Dis 
infectants must be used in every case 
on everything washable in the room 
Prinking cups shall not hold over a 
gill, and the pupil is directed to let the 
water flow over the Iside before drink 
ing. All drinking water must be kept 
in covered reservoirs and not in open 
vessels. The cups shall be sterilized 
daily. Slates are condemned because 
of their uncleanliness. 
All pencils, 
pens, etc, used in common shall te 
sterilised daily. Spitting on the floor 
is forbidden. It is ordered that special 
attention be given to secure pure water 
and sanitary school room attachments. 


The state board of education decided 
Saturday to refuse to allow the new 
copies of the Indiana school history 
which Qinn & Company contraatedto 
furnish, used in the schools. 
The 
reason assigned is that the publishers 
had failed to comply with the agree 
ment made last year by which certain 
subjects in the book, known as "Ifont 
gomery's Leading Facts in American 
History." were tobe t r e a ^ in k more 
patriotic way. The ne^ edition for- 
warded by the firm showed that w l y a 
small part of the causes of Mtfliplaint 
had been removed. The board 4<Mided 
to address a circular letter to the 
school authorities of the state to the 
effect that the work is not acceptable 
and must not be used until the pub- 
lishers comply with the contract 
The 
publishers were notified of the action 
taken and .alM that their work would 
not be accept^ until they have made 
the change stipulated in the contract. 


An IJnfiilr Armament. 


The talk about a fiftycent dollar is 
unfair, as intelligent students of the 
money question know. 
The present 
low price of silver bullion is the direct 
result of cutting off the demand for 
that metal. , The demonetization of 
silver by the United States and other 
countries affected the price of the 
metal as a commodity. Should this 
government open up its mints to the 
coinage of fjdye| and risstOM its former 
place and prestige 
as 
money, thé 
bullion price of silver would rise and 
continue to rise in value until silver 
attamed its former relation to gold. 


There never was a "fifty cent dollar" 
issued by tlîis nation, and there never 
will be. If the gold dollar has increased 
in purchasing power it gained its ad 
vantage by the retirement of silver as 
primary money. But should silver be 
restored as primary money it will not 
require two silver dollars to buy as 
much as one gold dollar, either at 
home or abroad. Other countries take 
our specie as bullion at the maiket 
value. The commodity valúe of siWer 
will rise, and ite rièé in value will indi- 
cate to thè world the power and great- 
ness of this repuUic. It will vicdicate 
sound judgment as well as establish the 
carácter and credit of the people. 
The re éstabliBhment of the old time 
ratio will come in time. 
"

The Lombard-Wall-street gold alii 
ance will see to it .that no "fifty-cent 
dollar" 
makes 
their acquaintance. 
They will use the same diligence and 
financial skill in making 3711^ grains of 
silver a lOO-cent dollar that they did in 
making 23-32 grains of gold a 200 cent 
dollar. The word "coin" will present a 
new meaning to the European holder 
of ¡üited States securities, aqd the ef- 
forts to restrict the meaning of ' coin" 
will not bë persisted in when the free 
coinage of silver is adopted by the 
American people. 


We are hearing a great deal just now 
from the gold standard papers at>out 
Mexico. Mexico is a silver standard 
country, and we would remind our ^old 
standard friends that Mexico is doing 
fully as well as the average gold stand- 
ard countries, 
rather 
better 
than 
some 
of 
them. 
Why 
do 
nòt 
these 
gold 
standard 
papers 
tell 
us something about the prosperity of 
gold standard countries, for instance 
Italy, Turkey. Egypt, where prosperity 
is unknown and the people suffer from 
want and business depression. 
Instead 
of this they bring bogus silver coin here 
and attempt to uie it as a campaign 
argument. 


The free coinage of silver would, in 
no sense, be an experiment. 
It has 
been fully tried and test^ed; it has never 
failed to give perfect satisfaction in the 
past, and all the dire predictions of 
ruin and disaster, with which the gold 
press are trying to frighten the people, 
are wholly gratuitous. 
The question 
as to what will be the effiect of the free 
coinage of silver in the future can be 
answered by showing what it has been 
in the past. Our oi^n history as a 
nation will give ua a full and complete 
answer. 
For eighty-one years, both 
silver and gold were freely coined at 
our mints. In those eighty-one years 
we grew from thirteen feeble colonies, 
prostrated by a long and wastinc^ war 
for national independence, to be the 
most wealthy and powerful nation in 
the world.

Street Railway Earnings. 


The considerable recent flow of gold 
to this country has excited some sur- 
prise as to its cause. The fact is that a 
large proportion of it has come as tn- 
staliments on payment for street railwny 
stocks and bonds which have been par 
chased abroad in quantity. The main 
buyers of these American securities have 
been, as always, the British people. 
Within the past two months 125,000,000 
worth of various traction companiea' 
stock has been bought in Europe. 


When everything else has been de- 
pressed to the very bottom in this coun- 
try, the cable, electric and the few horse 
car roads that are left have continued 
steadily to pay dividends These di-^ 
idends have increased both from the 
gain in traffic and the decrease of oper- 
ating expenses. The operating expensee 
have decreased with the decline of 
horse motive power and the cheapening 
of electrical appliances. 


It is difficult to get at exactly tine 
real ratio between operating expenses 
and earnings, because where earnings 
are large the capitalization is immedi- 
ately increased on the plan so well 
known and popular among American, 
financiers. The report of the street rail- 
ways of Massachusetts «hows, however, 
that in the past seven years expenses 
have fallen from 78.4 percent net earn- 
ings to 68.9 per cent. 


The business of these invaluable urban, 
and suburban railways has doubled and 
in many oases tripled in three or four 
years. The building of a trolley or cable 
road from a city to a suburban district 
is immediately followed by the advent 
of the real estate agent and the con- 
struction of suburban homes. Families

Corn a n d Wheapt. 


The price of com in this country is 
perhaps more than any other product 
governed by the size of the crop, fin 
looking over a table of prices for the 
last quarter century it will be seen that 
in years when the prioe of a bushel of 
com was exceptionally high the crop 
had been exceptionally short. The great-, 
est com year in our history was last 
year, 1895. Then the crop reached the 
gigantic dimensions of 2,151,188,580. 
The price was also the lowest since be- 
fore the war, the average for the year 
being only 35.8 cents a bushel. The next 
lowest price was reached in 1889, which 
year also produced the second largest 
crop in our history. 
The crop was 
2,112,892,000; 'the average price, 28.3 
centa-'' • 


The shortest corn crop in the last 25 
years was grown in 1874, whe^ the 
staple reached its highest price in that 
period, 64.7 cents a bushel. 


The largest wheat crop ever produced 
in the world in one year was in 1894, 
when it amounted to 2,561,080.000 
bushela That was not, however, the year 
in which the United States furnished its 
largest crop. Our champion wheat year 
was 1891, when we grew 611,780,000 
bushels. 
Unlike com, however, the 
price of wheat in the United States does 
not alwiays rise and fall with the axbount 
of the product. In 1891, our greatest 
wheat year, the average price was 88.3 
cents a bushel. 
After that it began 
to fall, however, with a rush. It touched 
bottom apparently in 1894, when the 
price was only 49.1 cents. In 1895 it 
crept up a trifle and was 50.9 cents. 
This year it is better still, hovering in 
the neighborhood of 58 and 59, though 
the tendency for the latter end of the 
summer was downward. 


A Sympsyebograpn. 
It is an instrumcint devised| by Mr. 
Asa Marvin, president of the Astral 
Camera club of Alcaide. Its object is to 
pht^pg^pti 
the image of a thought 
which the e^rimenter holds sharply 
and fixedly in his mind. The Astral 
Camera club's achievements show that 
this can be done. 


The members first experimented with 
the X rays, obtaining the usual results. 
Then they began on "the larger prob- 
lem of photographing objects without 
visible light. President J>avid Starr 
Jordan of Leland Stanford university 
gives in The Popular Science Monthly 
the result of the strange experimenta 
The club sat silently in utter darkness 
for a considerable time. 


President Jordan says: "Then those 
strange rays of light or odic force, in- 
visible to our eyes because none of our 
ancestors ever had a chance to gaze 
upon them, disclosed the presence of ob- 
jects which had else lain forever in 
darknesa" In addition to this there 
was visible a green light along the 
vacuum tubes of the X ray apparatus. 


The next step was to try to photo- 
graph something by the strange lumi- 
nous rays which the members of the club 
perceived in the darknesa 
Mr. Marvin 
devised an apparatus which should elec- 
trically connect each man's head with 
the sensitive plate of the" camera. Then 
seven persona sat in the darkness and 
thought of the face of a cat. This they 
did for 16 minutes, concentrating their 
minds as much as possible. Result, a 
faint, queer looking, but unmistakable 
imago of a cat upon the sensitive plate. 
The sympsychographic picture is repro- 
duced in The PoDular Science Monthly. 


A writer laments the decline of legis- 
lative bodies the world over. The de- 
cline is in manners, morals and states- 
manship. 
So true is this of our state 
legislatures that he declares few mea- 
sures passed by them originate among 
the members themselves. They are sim- 
ply the tools or servants whose vote 
passes the laws concocted by individu- 
als on the outside, sometimes in the 
public interest, but too often In their 
own interest and to the detriment of 
the public. Well, if this is true the 
remedy is easy enough. 
Legislative 
bodies reflect exactly the morality, the 
manners and the brain power of the 
people who elect them. There are plenty 
of honest men and brainy men even in 
these times. If the people wanted them 
as legislators, all the people would have 
to do would be to elect them.

ing tor some forty 
years, she will be 
privately 
received 
at court. Th'e Court Gazette is perhaps 
the only daily newspaper in the world 
which costs twenty-four cents and con- 
tains no news, but the copy which con- 
tains the terse announcement of Lady 
Millais' reception will be a treasure in 
at least one British household. 


Lady Millais was the wife of John 
Ruskin, from whom she obtained a dl- 
voxce to marry the late Sir John, and 
the rule of Queen Victoria's court has 
been to receive no divorced woman, 
no matter how innocent or how wrong- 
ed. 


If ever the circumstances surround- 
ing a divorce 
were 
romantic, they 
were so in the case,of Euphemia Chal- 
mers Gray, of Bowerswell, Perth. 
She 
married while still quite young, John 
Ruskin, then considerably her senior 
and now a bent, gray and broken old 
man of 77, awaiting his summons to 
leave his beloved "Westmoreland hills. 


In 1851 Ruskin, already an art critic 
and writer of splendid power, espoused 
the cause of the pre-Raphaelite band 
of painters—^the mystic seven headed 
by D. G. Rossetti, Holman Hunt and 
Millais—and 
began 
excusing 
their 
doctrine and pra.ising their work In 


the "pot bollem" Millais dm fof maga,- 
zine illuiStrationa early in his wedded 
life. In these hasty sketches it was 
no rare thing for his wife to pf>3e in 
sucesslon for all the female figures of 
a group. Millais îias been fortunate In 
his 
other 
sitterg. Mrs. 
Henry 
M. 
Stanley, then Dorothy Tennant, sat 
for "No," his son for Raleigh, that 
grand old man, Capt. Trelawney, for 
the sailor man in "The Northwest Pas- 
sage," while his own grandson is the 
chubby lad with clustering curls whose 
face, gazing aloft at the soap bubble 
he has blown, Is familiar In one of the 
most widely published advertisements 
ever prepared. 


Lady Millais' life has been almost 
entirely domestic. She has been bless- 
ed with eight children, the oldest of 
whom, Everett, succeeds to the title. 


After Millais' marriage there was no 
mere nonsense about pre-Raphaelitism 
In his case. The British public con- 
sents to forget land forgive thé fact that 
he was for a short time in his youth an 
artist, he has so -long been a commer- 
cial draftsnjan and colorfer of "popular 
pictures," Tfhe Royal Academy is ex-' 
actly like the National Academy in 
New York, a close corporation of old 
fogies, some of whom <ian paint and 
all of whom hall conservatism as the 
only artistic virtue. Millais' election 
as president was his reward for never 
having kicked over the traces since 
his 
election as an associate,

Since 
then, too, Millais, who was bom as far

Scotland as, possible, in 
Southhampton, became an ardent Scot 
Hi? summer home has been in Lady 
Millais' birt'hplfice, Pert'h, and his best 
pictures have been of homely Scottish 
scenes, in some of which, painted years 
ago, Lady Millais' fresh, fair face ap-

three years ago. Of late years he had 
been in dress, manner apd appearance 
the typical burly Briton of 300 pounds 
weight. 


The relations of Ruskin and Millais 
since the divorce would be interesting, 
if they bad any. 
Neither, of <iourse, 
alluded to the other, but it'is noticed 
how opposed in almost every thing were 
the opinions of the two men who were 
once master and disciple* 
Millais, a 
commercialist, approved railroads. Rus- 
kin hates them. Millais had no scru 
plee against the bicycle. Ruskln's old 
age is emhittered by it 
Millais was a 
personal friend of Gladstone, who gave 
him his title. Ruskin bates Gladstone 
devoutly. And it need not be said that 
the philosopher who, despite hia gray 
beard and failing mind, has kept close 
to the ideals of his youth,: must have 
a sovereign contempt for the surren- 
der to the commonplace of . the man 
who topk away his wife. 


And does that wife, I wonder, ever 
regret that she left, for an artist sure 
of soon being forgotten, a man sure tO 
be long remembered, one of the great- 
est thinkers and writers of his age, a 
man famed for his knowledge of art 
arcihitecture, political economy, miner-r 
alogy, ornithology, meteorology, bot- 
any, 
theology, 
poetry, 
engineering 
chess, dancing, crystallography 
and 
other most diverse subjects, a man who 
almost alone in our day seems to have 
the omniscience joined with the liveli- 
est nineteenth century conscience, and 
whose long life has been passed in un- 
ceasing thought and labor for his frf- 
low-men? Probably not.

UIca Fields of North Carolina. 


The wild and apparently worthless 
mountain region around 
Bakersvllle, 
N. C., is the main source of mica for 
the United States. Mica mining is one 
of the greatest industries in North 
Carolina, and has yielded fortunes to 
those engaged In It. Mica Is found in 
all sorts of blocks of various thickness- 
es and shapes, and can be split up and 
resplit until it becomes the thin trans- 
parent, flexible wafer of commerce. The 
material is by nature embedded in or 
scattered through the feldspar in mass- 
es large or small, close together or far 
apart, and is blasted from the rocks by 
means of dynamite, the purer veins be- 
ing found between walls of slate. The 
average size is about 4x6 Inches, al- 
though rare sheets of 24x28 inches ars 
sometimes found. 
The electrical in- 
dustries are large consumers of mica, 
it being invariably used as an insu- 
lating material on all higih voltage arm- 
atures and for \'arious other nurooses.

THE NEW .JOAN OF AEC 


"SAINT" TERESA URREA AND' HER 
WARS AGAINST MEXICO. 


Claims Divine Guidance—The WonderfQI 


Story of a Beautiful Yoang Shepherdess 
In tlio Sierra Madre Mountains and Her 
Remariiable Powers of Healing. 


Teresa Urrea, the beautiful yoïhig 
woman and so called patron saint of the 
Yaqui Indians, is again in Mexico. This 
time, as usual, she is giving full exer- 
cise to her revolutionary nature and is 
at the head of several hundred rebel- 
lious Indians and Mexicans of the lower 
classes. She led the advance in the at- 
tack which was made several days ago 
on the town of Nogalea, in the northern 
part of Mexico. 


This wonaerful woman baS been the 
source of great trouble to tho.authoritiea 
of Guaymas and to the federal govern- 
ment of Mexico. She began her romantic 
career about four years ago, the scene of 
her first operations being at her home 
in the heart of the Sierra Madre range, 
northwest of Guaymas. She was living 
the life of a shepherdess, her father be- 
ing the owner of a small ranch. 
Her 
home was in the midst of the Yaqui In- 
dian country and her beautiful face at- 
tracted the attention of many a fearless 
brave. 


According to the story of the girl, she 
became gifted with divine power one 
day while tending a flock of her father's 
sheep. She was suddenly put into a 
trance by a heavenly visitor, and while 
in that condition revelations were made 
to her, and she was instructed to go 
forth and lieal the afflicted and lead the 
common people in a war against the 
present Mexican government. 


Immediately after this revelation had 
been made to her the girl began prac- 
ticing her wonderfni powers of healing 
the sick. She performed many appar- 
ently miraculous cures, and in a short 
time her fame had spread into all parts 
of the Yaqui country and into the re- 
motest districts of the states of Sonora 
and Chihuahua. Hundreds of ignorant 
Mexicans went on long pilgrimages to 
see her, and the excitement grew BO in- 
tense that. a large uprising occurred. 
Mexicans purchased arms and ammuni- 
tion and w.re making preparations to 
follow their t.o callod saint in iyrevGlu- 
tion when tho authorities interposed. A 
large detachment of soldiers was sent to 
quell the iTipending- uprising and' to 
make the gi'-lia prisoner. This body of 
soldiers had a hard time carrying ou^ 
the programnae laid down for them. 
The followeis of the girl ma.csed them- 
selves around her moantaiu home and 
defied the soldiers to lay hands on her. 
The excitemont grew rapidly, and sev-, 
eral thousand fanatics "weiit to the de- 
fense of the saint 


Bloodshed was only averted by an 
overwheimiiig force of trooixé being sent 
to the assistance of the first; detachment, : 
and the girl was forcibly made a pris- 
oner and her followers .dispersed. She 
was taken by an armed escort to Ures 
and thence brought to Guaymas, where 
she was placed in prison. Her father 
was also matle'captive and was thrown 
into the same prison with his daughter. 
The news of the girl's arrest spread rap- 
idly, and in a few days it became known 
to the governorthat a large and desper- 
ate force of liCT followers Were cm their, 
way from tho mountains with the object 
in view of securing the release of their 
patron saint. 
When this ^ fact became 
known, the excitement became intense, 
au4 in order to frustrate the designs of 
the rescuing party an official notice 
was served on the girl exiling her ftom 
Mexico. She was placed on bosird of a 
train, and, accompanied by a strong 
guard of. soldiers, was escorted tô thé' 
United Statt s border and left in the 
tbwu of Nbgales, A. T. She soon led the 
Tomochic Indians in 'another rebellion. 
Two hundred were killed, .but shô es-, 
caped uninjured and was again exiled. 


Santa Teresa then took up her resi- 
dence in a small town on the Texas side, 
of the river near El Paso and lived a 
quiet life for several months. In the 
early part of last suttimer she set out 
down the river.

Tizwin is the intoxicant produced among 
the most unciviliz^ Indian tribes, that 
live away up in the mountains, over 200 
miles from 'civilization, on the borderland 
between Arizona and Mexico. It is made 
from tho fruit of tho giant cactus of the 
hot deserts of the eouthwesfc territories, 
known as sahxiara fruit. Tizwin is In 
common use or abuse among the southern 
Arizona Indian tribes. A.s soon as the 
fruit ripens the squaws and children travel 
miles over mountain and plain to gather 
it in large baskets, wliich they carry on 
their heads.

She was, indeed, the r e l g n i ^ heauty of 
the viceregal court, ¿nd It would have 
been the easiest thing In the wprld for 
her to- have adopted the narrownesis 
and bitterness of the anti-Irish coterie 
of Dublin. • But the effect of t h i s latter 
spirit upon this thoughtful and gener- 
ous girl was to drive her headlong Into 
the opposite camp. 


Her conversion to the Irish cause was 
due to a dramatic incident which she 
witnessed the night after her return 
from a long sojourn as a schoolgirl in 
England.

ness he bears to him. Indeed, Major 
Ball is the only person who doesn't 
seem worried about the fact that Wash- 
ington and he are nearly related by 
blood. He conducts his little business 
in his own way, and is very polite to 
all his customers. 
The Sons of 
the 
American Revolution, who take a grrrrt 
pride in their ancestors, "took him up" 
and thoroughly investigated his gene- 
alogy. He did not ask them to do it, 
and when they 
satisfied 
themselves 
that he was about as eligible for mem- 
bership in their body as anybody and 


MAJOR BURGES BALL, 
made him a life member of their or- 
ganization without 
the payment 
of 
dues, Major Ball did not refuse to join 
them. 
He is the only member who 
pays no dues. The major "iN'as born in 
the old homestead in Loudon County. 
Virginia, and started out in life as a 
humble clerk. In 1S40 he went west 
and gained great repute as an ludiau 
fighter and pioneer in California. J-ie 
joined the confederacy 
and 
secedod 
from the union which his historic kins- 
man fought so hard to establish, and 
when the war was over he found him- 
self homeless and destitute. His grand- 
father, Colonel Burges Ball, was a cou-
